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THE EDUCATION OF ADLAT 

_ ADLAT STEVENSON has been pressed, by the pro- 
tests of labor, the Negro people and leading Democrats 
like Sen. Lehman, nearer to a civil rights position which 
fits today’s ugly southern reality,. Stevenson on Monday 
called for a White House conference of Negro and white 
leaders “irom the areas concerned in the South to explore 
ways ‘and means of allaying these tensions.” 


This proposal, unlike previous Stevenson injunctions 
of “moderation” and “reasonableness,” shows an under- 
standing of the need for Executive action “before the sit- 
uation gets any more serious.” 


The proposal should be acted upon favorably. And 
there is the Presidential opportunity to act this week-end 
when the Civil Rights Mobilization of Negro and white 
leaders from throughout the country will be in Washing- 
ton for three days, But much more is necessary in the 
present desegregation crisis. And it is an unfortunate fact 
that Stevenson's proposal is still limited to the use of the 
President's “great influence and great prestige.” 


As important as are these Presidential attributes, if 
used now against the growth of racist lawlessness, there 
is still the unfilled duty and responsibility of the Executive 
branch of government to intervene lJegally—physically— 
on the side of law and order. For had the government re- 
fused, during the past 18 months, to permit the growth of 
this racist lawlessness, including murder and the threat of 
national disunion, there would not be today the “mount- 
ing tension in the South,” which disturbs Stevenson—and 
the peace of us all. 

So while every step toward “allaying these rising ten- 
sions. is welcome, the central and decisive step to be taken 
now is federal action in defense of federal law and the 
constitutional rights of all citizens. This has been made 
clear by recent events in Montgomery and by those -in 
other states. And such a step would have to be the topic 
of any discussion among those who want a halt to the pres- 
ent racist-created tensions. 


This action does not have to wait for discussion: it is 
being dictated daily by the stomping of racist jackboots on 
the U. S. Constitution and the basic legal and moral pre- 
cepts of the nation. 


A MIDDLE EAST PEACE PLAN 


THE SECRETARY-GENERAL of the United Na- 
tions, Dag- Hammarskjold, made some sober and signifi- 
cant remarks about ‘the Middle East crisis, 

Just back from a trip during which he spoke to both 
Nasser of Egypt and Ben Gurion of Israel, Hammarskjold 
said, he did not think the Middle East was on the brink 
of war. He also deplored “panicky reactions’ about the 


Middle East. 


A consummate diplomat, who tries not to offend any- 
body, the UN chief made it clear that he deplored the 
attempt of the three Western powers to monopolize Mid- 
dle East decisions. This was a matter for all interested 
parties, Which includes Israel, the Arab states and the So- 


viet Union, as well as the Western powers. 


Hammarskjold’s confidence that patient negotiations 
could bring about peace points up the stress this news- 
paper has placed on just such an approach to the Middle 
East crisis. Our views on securing peace for Israel and 
the Arab states were made clear in two articles by the 
distinguished authority on Jewish affairs, Louis Harap. 

In a fitting conclusion he wrote: 


“The United Nations could become the instrument of | 


Israel's preservation, as it was in 1947 - 1949 of Israel's 
birth, if the four powers agree to bring about direct nego- 
tiations and a constructive solution of the differences be- 
tween Israel and the Arab States.”
